WASHINGTON, March 2— 
John L. Lewis's soft coal 
miners were held today not to 
be in contempt of court for re- 
fusing to dig coal after a back- 
to-work Taft-Hartley Act in- 
junction had been issued 
against the union, the United 
Mine Workers. 

The decision was by United 
States District Judgé Rich- 
mond B. Keech, who issued the 
injunction, Feb. 11 following a 
Taft - Hartley fact - finding 
board finding that the coal 
strike had created a national 
émergency. 

Judge Keech's action left only 
these alternatives for resumption 
of coal mining: 

A negotiated agreement, 
through collective bargaining 
between Lewis and the coal op- 
erators, atid: 

Government seizure and op- 
eration of the mines. 

The decision vastly strength- 
ened Lewis’s position at the bar- 
gaining table. 

U.S. To Appeal. 

Attorney General J. Howard 
McGrath announced this after- 
noon that the Government will 
appeal the civil contempt ruling 
immediately. In order to lay the 
foundation for the appeal to be 
taken on “an emergency basis” 
to the district court of appeals, 
McGrath said that an Assigtant 
Attorney General is conferring - 
with Judge Keech this afternoon. 

However, before an appeal 
could be taken, even on an emer- 
geney basis, the country will be 
out of coal. Coal stocks have been 
reduced to about five days’ nor- 
mal supply. 

President Truman indicated at 
his press conference today, two 
hours before the decision was an- 
nounced, that a technical“ draft 
for seizure of the mines had 
been prepared at the White House, 

Congress, on the President's 
recommendation, or on its own 
initiative, could enact special 
legislation for seizure. There 
have been strong hints that what 
Lewis and the miners want, in 
this instance, is seizure and Gov- 
ernment operation. This warrants 
the conclusion that if there is 
seizure coal mining will be re- 
sumed promptly. 

Verdict Unexpected. 

Judge Keech’s decision, an- 
nounced in a crowded courtroom, 
left attorneys and newspaper re- 
porters who formed most of the 
audience gasping. The verdict of 
not guilty had been totally un- 
expected. a 
It took the black robed Judge 
hardly more than a minute to 
announce that he had considered 
the evidence and found the union 
not guilty on both the criminal 
and civil counts of the contempt 
citation.

TAFT URGES INQUIRY 
INTO HANDLING OF 
CASE AGAINST UMW 


WASHINGTON, March 2 (AP) 
—Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said 
today he will propose a Senate 
investigation of the entire coal 
strike situation and the govern- 
ment's handling of the contempt 
case against the United Mine 
Workers. . 
Taft, co-author of the Taft- 
Hartley. Act, told a reporter, he 
would propose that the Labor 
Committee look into it. 

He suggested that the Govern- 
ment could bring new contempt 
action against the UMW. 

Taft said he understands that 
coal operators presented 60 affi- 
davits to the Justice Department 
which never were offered as evi- 
dence in the first.contempt case. 

He said these could be used 
in a second effort to make a 
contempt ‘charge stick. | 

Taft said the affidavits were 
signed “by .people who were 
present when local officials (of 
the union) told the men” that 
John L. Lewis's instructions did 
not mean they were to go back 
to work.

Compares Present te 1942. 


Compton likened the present 
to 1942, when he said American 
scientists at first envisioned a 
similar possible cataclysm from 
the atomic bomb and searched 
their souls on whether that bomb 
should be built. 

We must think of the possi- 
bility of another Adolf Hitler try- 
ing to pul! down the world as he 
faces defeat,” Compton said. We 
know now that, if we want to 
commit suicide, we jolly well 
can.” 

Compton said the hydrogen 
bomb is only one of a class of 
super weapons that can destroy 
whole populations, naming bac- 
teriological warfare as an exam- 
ple Of another. He said he felt 
reports of the potential effective- 
ness of the hydrogen bomb pos- 
sibly had been exaggerated and 
emphasized that the power of the 
atomic bomb had been held to a 
minimum at the request of 
United States military authori- 
ties. 


H-Bomb Is ‘Impractical.’ 


“The hydrogen bomb is imprac- 
tical in warfare because it doesn't 
do what you want to do,” the 
Chancellor said. “You don’t want 
to destroy whole populations, you 
want to destroy the enemy’s army, 
which is the symbol of his will 
to resist. 

“You damage yourself if you 
destroy the enemy’s cities. From 

a purely military point of view, 
the atomic bomb is more effec- 
tive than the hydrogen bomb. But 
if more widespread destruction 
is wanted, the hydrogen bomb 
may be the answer. 

“Limitation of the hydrogen 
bomb’s destructiveness is an en- 
gineering problem. You tell your 
engineers what you want done, 
and they get increasingly good 
answers. I believe it would be 
possible in time to set off a 
hydrogen bomb and limit its kill- 
ing power to just one hemisphere 
or just one continent.” 


Recalls Atom Problem. 


The same problem of limiting 
power of destruction came up 
with the atomic bomb, Compton 
explained. The Army told Amer- 
ican scientists that the bomb 
should be no more destructive 
than necessary in order to go off, 
he continued. 

“The destruction was to be of 
the same general order of magni- 
tude as that of a load of con- 
ventional bombs carried by a fleet 
of airplanes,” he said. “The limi- 
tation was imposed in order not 
to have the explosion become a 
political matter instead of a mili- 
tary one. The atomic bomb could 
not have been made less destruc- 
tive and still go off. It could 
have been made much more de- 
structive.” 

As Compton concluded his re- 
marks, he called on Gaston Du- 


Bois, St. Louis chemical engineer, 


for a contribution to the 
sion. DuBois said that because of 
his hatred of an existence of fear 
he favored elimination of the pos- 
sibility of building the hydrogen 
bomb. This, he said, could be ac- 
complished by the use of propa- 
ganda, to ridicule the results of 
complete destruction.” 

The alternative, DuBois said, is 
to start building an underground 
Washington somewhere in Colo- 


rado. 
Draws Distinction. 

Prof. Alexander S. Langsdorf of 

the Washington University School 
of Engineering, dean emeritus of 
the school, drew a distinction be- 
tween the atomic bomb and the 
hydrogen bomb. 

“The uranium bomb,” he pointed 
out, “has led to release of energy 
for the good of mankind and has 
possibilities for further such de- 
velopment. That does not appear 
to be true of the hydrogen bomb, 
which is exclusively destructive.

In his prepared address, Prof. 
Hughes, who helped make the, 
uranium bomb, serving as assist - 
ant director of the Manhattan 
district project in 1943 and 1944, 
said that, until mankind learr to 
settle disputes without resort to 
war, it may be just ec well if all 
attempts to produce a hydrogen 
bomb fail. 

Outlines Developments. 


Hughes outlined the many scien- 
tific developments that paved the 
way for release of nuclear energy, 
and the part played by the Wash- 
ington University cyclotron in pro- 
ducing the element now known as 
plutonium. As was disclosed in 
the Smyth Report, the uranium 
isotope U-238 was bombarded 
with neutrons from the machine, 
after which a chemical separation 
procedure was used to produce a 
tiny amount — less than a pin- 
head“ —of plutonium. 

The amount produced was 
enough for chemists to verify 
that the isotope had the fission- 
able qualities necessary for an 
effective bomb. The next step 
was construction of the huge 
plant at Hanford, Wash., to pro- 
duce plutonium in required 
amounts. 


R. Harris Cobb, academy pres- 
ident, who opened the session, 
urged a science museum be made 
part of the proposed riverfront 
development.

In order to continue his control 
of his narty, his authority within 
his Administration and his pres- 
tige with Congress, any President 
in the first years of his first or 
second term has to act like a can- 
didate for re-election. President 
Truman has done this; the . 
question has been whether a rea 
determination to run lay behind 
his attitudes. 

The country can be confident 
that his candidacy is real. 

It is possible that, by 1952, 
Truman may not be indispen- 
sable to his country. But the 
way his political affairs are now 
being handled, he will certainly 
be indispensable to his party. 
The party could not allow him 
to retire and Harry Truman’s 


pride and boast is that he is a 


loyal party man. He freely 
chides those Democrats who do 
not ‘seem to him to be likewise, 
including the 79-year-old elder 
statesman, Bernard M. Baruch.

We 
deeply regret that the Russians 
walked out of that forum.“ 


Hickerson charges the Russians 
“have repeatedly and consistently 
attempted to frustrate the will of 
the rest of the world.” 


Alternates Proposed. 

Lie, it. is disclosed, has pro- 
posed several alternative sugges- 
tions to the Russians during the 
past two weeks. One proposal was 
that China remain unrepresented 
at the sessions so talks might be 
resumed. . 

“We will meet with the com-

The second thing which is clear is that coal is 
a case by itself. Coal ge to be studied on 
its own special terms. coal is going to be a 
continuously declining industry, then crises such 
as these will come at more or less regular inter- 
vals through the years ahead. But the country 
should not even think of accommodating itself 
to a series of annual or even biennial periods of 
paralysis; with 600,000 persons idle because of 
this strike much of the loss in wages and pro- 
duction never will be made up. 

What is required is an approach to coal on a 
long-term basis.

They are still more evidence 
of the way the seniority system puts men of 
small ability into posts of large importance and 
allows them to pass on legislation which they 
are unfitted to give a reasonable hearing. We 
agree with Senators Kilgore and Ferguson that 
any frauds in the operation of the DP law should 
be uncovered and stopped. The Judiciary Com- 
mittee should not permit the prejudices of. its 
chairman against admitting DPs to frustrate it 
in the discharge of its responsibilities.

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The Duford Appointment 


If the Council on Human Relations is to have 
any significance for St. Louis, it will have to 
settle its personnel problems and get to work 
on the important busmess it was intended to do. 

The new council had not even begun its study 
of race relations before, some members ques- 
tioned the appointment of Wilfred J. (Dukes) 
Duford, former St. Louis University football 
coach, as executive secretary. Apparently there 
was no objection to the naming of Edmund J. 
Radzuk, former social service instructor at the 
same university, as the council commissioner. 

Unfortunately, some dispute over the couneil’s 
assistants seemed inevitable. Last year the 
Mayor created a running argument with leaders 
of his first council, because he insisted on mak- 
ing the administrative personnel his political ap- 
pointees. The ‘Mayor won, but not until the 
council’s work was thoroughly disrupted. 

At this point Duford and Radzak hold their 
offices under a city ordinance. Duford’s expe- 
rience in race relations might still be questioned, 
but he is a sincere and hard worker, and he has 
had a wealth of experience in athletics and 
recreational work. This field is a primary con- 
cern of the council. | 

Both new appointees deserve a. chance to 
show what they can do.

The people are not in the mood to beg 
of the miners “Give me three lumps of 
coal, brother”—to paraphrase that sad song 
of the Irish in their distress—but to induce 
them to enter into a co-operative plan 
whose principle is that of trading in kind. 
The consumers would offer their com- 
modities—food, rent, clothing, medical care, 
light and power, transportation, foundry 
and mill products, the benefits of private 
charities, the theater and connivial glass, 
indeed all things now purchased by money 
—offered in trade to the mine owners and 
miners for bituminous coal. 

The consumers, identified by card, would 


‘continue to do business among themselves 


on a money basis. This plan of trading 
in kind would go into operation with the 
owners paying the miners in terms of coal 
per hour’s work. 

Owners and miners would thereby earn 
the means for trading with consumers. 
There would be no other alternative .and 


by this method of co-operation coal would 


be returned to circulation while the group 
discussions continue and until the differ- 
ences are settled.

The Boys Get Their Way. 
Usually there is a long interval 
tween the morning and after- 
noon activity.

Scientific Basketball. 

ALE UNIVERSITY’S How- 

ard Hobson has a new book 

out, entitled “Scientific Bas- 
ketball,” and his observations, 
deductions and recommenda- 
tions on college bask are 
of considerable interest. 

The book contains statistics 
compiled from more than 400 
games over a 13-year period, 
showing performance trends 
and important traits of major 
college teams. 

Hobson strongly urges coaches 
to teach their boys long-distance 
shooting. The long two-hand 
set shot is a ‘must’ in profes- 
sional basketball,” § Hobson 
writes, “and many excellent 
prospects have failed because 
they have failed to master it.” 

The Yale man urges a more 
severe penalty for personal 
fouls, The penalty to a team 
for a defensive personal foul 
(one shot) is only one-tenth of 
a point, Hobson asserts. He 
figures the free throw is worth 
six-tenths of a point because 
the average team makes 60 per 
cent of its free throws. But 
when the free throw is made, 
possession of the ball goes to 
the other team. Possession is 
worth five-tenths of a point, 
Hobson reckons, since the aver- 
age team scores one field goal in 
four attempts. This leaves one- 
tenth of a point net gain for the 
team that is fouled. 

The book shows through sta- 
tistics how shooting accuracy 
and rebounding are the most 
important characteristic& of a 
winning team. Scouting meth- 
ods, performance charting, 
strategy, fast break, zone and. 
other defenses are discussed.

tures Iten dropping to a breezy 

minus forty, a thin trickle of cars 
crosses the Alaska-Yukon fron- 
tier daily. 

There ee virtually no danger 
now for although your map will 
show no villages of consequence 
from Whitehorse, T.Y., to Fair- 
banks, this virgin gap of over 600 
miles is now liberally spotted 
with hotels and service stations. 
With. a gasoline station every 
eighty miles or less it is no 
longer necessary to carry extra 

. @ans of gasoline. ; 

Despite long periods of polar 
cold and the added threat of late 
spring floods and landslides, the 
Alaska highway is open 365 days 
a year. It has never been closed 
at any point for more than four 
hours at a time. 

Heavy Snows Are Rare. 

Keeping the road open in win- 
ter is not as difficult as it sounds. 
The thin powdery snow which now 
in late February has accumulated 
to a level depth of two or three 
feet, invariably falls as light snow 
showers because the highway 
runs east of the great divide in 
an area of generally light pre- 
cipitation. Heavy ‘snows are rare. 

Maj. Walker Kayes of the Ca- 
nadian army who is in charge of 
construction and maintainence on 
the 1221 miles of highway: in 
Canada, said the deepest single 
snow ever recorded. on the road

Eighth (St. I ais) Federal Re- 
serve District was near a record 
high in January, the Reserve 
Bank said in its monthly bulletin 

“The construction picture,” the 
report said, was almost as bright 
as the coal mining situation was 
gloomy.” Its detailed showing 
was: 


“Contracts were awarded for a 
total of $45,300,000 of construc- 
tion in the -district in January, 
according to the F. W. Dodge 
Corp. reports. This is within 2 
per cent of the value of work 
contracted for in January 1947, 
when volume was the largest ever 
for that month. Residential build- 


ing placed under contract amount- 
ed to $19,500,000—a new record 
for the month. Non-residential 
awards totaled $25,800,000 and 
were larger, in the aggregate, 
than in any January except in 
1946 and 1947.” F a | 
Decline in Jobs. 

After reporting that both 
district and the nation had an 
expected decline in employment 
between December and January, 
the bulletin said as to the St. 
Louis area: 

“Employment in the St. Louis 
area declined in January, as it 


usually 

build-up in December. Most in- 
dustry groups showed losses 
which in the aggregate amounted 
to about 1 per cent. There were 
drops of pearly 3 per cent last 
year, and about 2 per cent the 
year before, between December 
and January. 

“Since losses. early last year, 
particularly in manufacturing, 
were never fully recovered, the 
seasonal dip in January dropped 
employment to the lowest level 
since early 1947. There were in- 
creases in the leather, textiles 
and apparel industries, but these 
were more than offset by sizable 
cutbacks in transportation equip- 
ment and electrical machinery, 
plus smaller declines in non- 
electrical machinery and basic 
and fabricated metals.” 


Jobless Payments. 


In the seven states represénted 
in the Eighth District, the bulletin 
said, the number of workers col- 
lecting unemployment compensa- 
tion was about 15 per cent more 
in January than in December. 

In St. Louis and St. Louis coun- 
ty, it was stated, there was an 8 
per cent increase in the number 
of-continued claims for unemploy- 
ment compensation, from Decem- 
ber to January. 

For the 34 larger city banks in 
the district, it was announced, 
total loans rosé by $9,000,000 from 
mid-January to mid-February.
